President Roosevelt’s decision to 
postpone his trip to the west coast 
opens a possibility that he may 
meet somewhere along the way 
another figure who will be im­ 
portant in the Democratic party’s 
19 40 nominating convention. 
Paul 
V. 
McNutt, 
Philippine 
high commissioner, is scheduled 
to arrive in San Francisco 
from 
Manila on June 23, enroute 
to 
Washington. His early resignation 
is expected, so he may devote him­ 
self exclusively to advancing his 
1940 presidential prospects. 
Should the president start west 
July 2 or 3, as he now anticipates, 
a meeting between the two might 
occur elsewhere than in Washing­ 
ton. 
Boom Beats Gun 
McNutt Boosters, from his home 
state of Indiana and 
elsewhere, 
welcomed the president’s decision 
to defer his trip. It gave their man 
first chance, among all those be­ 
ing urged for Democratic presi­ 
dential favor in 19 40, at a trans­ 
continental swing. They have felt 
that the president’s trip, if started 
June 5 as 
originally 
planned, 
would have eclipsed the 
second 
McNutt “ back from Manila’’ tour 
to some extent. 
A 
presidential 
boom was launched for 
McNutt 
last year when he 
returned 
to 
Washington. 
Not accepting the Garner boom 
and 
the 
Roosevelt 
third-term 
drive that beclouds every 
other 
Democratic candidacy with uncer­ 
tainty. McNutt’s 1940 aspirations 
v ' backed bv the most 
definite 
organization of any possible Dem­ 
ocratic candidate. McNutt workers 
have been busy ever since he left 
the governorship of Indiana 
in 
January, 1937. 
Possible Second Choice 
In sharp contrast to the insist­ 
ence by Garner supporters 
that 
his 1940 candidacy will be pressed 
regardless of developments of the 
Roosevelt third-term 
movement, 
McNutt men contend that he will 
be an active candidate for 
first 
place on the 1940 ticket only if 
the president does not want it. 
That makes the McNutt campaign 
primarily one to muster 
second- 
choice support in any state where 
a Roosevelt third-term movement 
is strong. 
There has never been any hint 
from McNutt boomers here or in 
Indiana that he would consider a 
vice presidential nomination on a 
Roosevelt third-term ticket, or on 
any other. With G arner’s friends 
contending that he is in the 1940 
presidential race to stay, against 
Roosevelt or anybody 
else, 
the 
question has been raised whether 
McNutt should not be 
included 
among the list of possible western 
running mates for the 
president 
should he be nominated for the 
third time. 
McNutt has indicated that he

CRACK MEXICAN 
AIRMAN KILLED 


P l a n e P l u n g e s Into 
Potomac On Trip to 
See Mother 


Washington, June 7 (/P)— Four 
minutes after he had taken off on 
a 1,700-mile flight 
to 
see 
his 
m other In Mexico. Francisco Sar- 
abla plunged to his death today 
in the Potomac river. 
The 39-year-old flyer, Mexico’s 
foremost civilian airman, had just 
bade goodbye to his wife, Agri- 
pina, and 
his 
10-year-old 
son, 
Francisco. Jr. His little biplane, 
heavily-loaded with gasoline, rose 
slowly about IOO feet above the 
arm y’s Bolling Field then dived 
suddenly into the water. 
The accident occurred in full 
view of his wife, son and brother, 
Santigao, also a flyer. 
Two Mexican embassy officials, 
Dr. Luis 
Quintanilla, 
mlnlster- 
counselor, and Lieut.-Comm. Man­ 
uel Cermeno, naval attache, swam 
to the partly submerged plane but 
were unable to rescue the flyer. 
The ship, named the “Sky Con- 
quera,” struck In 15 feet of water 
about 75 f* ‘k fr*-** shore. 
Sarabia had spoken lightly of 
the distance to his m other’s home 
at Ciudad Lerdo, state of Duran­ 
go. Only two weeks ago he had 
set a non-stop record of IO hours 
48 minutes from Mexico City to 
New York. 
The Mexican embassy accepted 
an offer of President Roosevelt to 
send the body home in an army 
plane.

Tokyo, June 7. (ZP)— A foreign 
warship, 
“apparently 
a 
British 
cruiser,” fired on a Japanese air­ 
liner east of Hongkong at l l a. rn. 
(IO p. rn., E. S. T. Tuesday), the 
Japanese news agency, Domei, re­ 
ported today. 
The pilot said the plane escaped 
damage although ten shots were 
fired and several shells exploded 
within IOO yards of his plane. 
The Domei dispatch was dated 
from Taihoku, Formosa, whence 
the airplane departed at 8:15 a. 
in. bound for Tokyo by way of 
Swatow. 
While “far outside British wa­

Union officials claimed a techni­ 
cal victory in their demand for 
exclusive bargaining rights.

earlier demand for a union shop 
in which

employes 
would he required to join the un­ 
ion— was set aside in the interests 
of settlement..

Salute at Boundary 
It took less than five minutes 
for the blue and silver twelve-car 
royal train to cross the bridge

below the fulls, whose floodlighted 
crest could just be seen from the 
train windows. 
When the train 
reached 
the 
station on the United States side*, 
it slowed down und stopped ex­ 
actly opposite a long red carpet 
on which stood Secretary and Mrs. 
Hull 
and 
Sir Ronald Lindsay, 
British ambassador to the United 
States. 
A cheer went up from the crowd 
jamm ed on the station platform 
as the engine steamed past.

salute had been booming from the

Business Picks Up 
W 
ITH the ore movement 
about 
three 
times as heavy as last year’s volume, 
business on the Peninsula division of the 
Chicago and North Western railway has 
made a decided pick-up this 
spring.

an increase of about eight per cent. 
The spurt in ore traffic has resulted in 
more jobs on the docks and tho return of 
a considerable number of men to make up 
the increase in train and

crews. 
The enlarged movement of forest

ucts, coal and other freight, however, has 
not resulted in any appreciable extra e m ­ 
ployment for it has meant only that 
the 
reduced train loads have 
been 
brought 
back to about normal size. 
Nevertheless, carloadings are 
unfailing 
barometers of general business conditions, 
and the Increase in traffic here indicates 
that some economic 
recovery 
is 
under 
way. In a railway center like Escanaba the 
benefits are felt in the return of persons 
from the relief and WIW rolls to 
real 
jobs in private industry.

A Place for the Kids 
T^ROBABLY there is not one city in the 
* 
country which has enough playgrounds 
and play space for children. 
Perhaps there is enough such space in 
Radburn, the specially designed ‘'motor- 
age" city in New Jersey, or in Greenbelt, 
Md., where a town has been designed with 
just such ends in view. 
But 
generally 
speaking, no large city has enough play 
space for children, and not many smaller 
cities. 
Admitting the fact, the usual American 
reaction is to shrug a shoulder, remark, 
"W hy doesn’t 
the 
city 
provide 
more 
parks? Broke, I suppose," and let it go at 
that. 
Not much of the old rugged Individual­ 
ism spirit there! Something can be 
done 
about it, done without the aid of the city 
park department, done without a 
WI*A 
project, done without anything 
but 
the 
determination of a group of parents that 
they will themselves make a safe place for 
their children to play. 
Any three or four adjoining households 
where there are children can throw their 
back yards together, tear dow’n the fences, 
and create a common 
playground 
Th* 
families can chip in for swings and 
see 
saws, and the mothers can 
take 
turns 
watching over the plot for a couple 
of 
hours a day each. Other families nearby, 
but whose back yards do not adjoin 
the 
plot chosen, can bear 
r 
proportionately 
larger share of the equipment 
cost 
and 
the supervision, to offset the sacrifice of 
gardens and lawns by those whose yards 
are used. 
Wise landlords usually don’t object. One 
said, "W h a t if they do use up the 
grass 
in the back yards? It 
Just 
means 
that 
they'll stay off the grass in the front.” 
The kids will grow up. 
Time enought 
then to set the yards back into grass and 
gardens. Infinite variations on this plan 
can be tried according to local situations. 
Parents who are really Intent on keep­ 
ing the kids off the streets will not feel 
that the cost in energy, 
initiative, 
and 
trouble was too high.

Protect Summer Homes 
cpH E pleasure and profit to be 
gained 
■I* from sum m er homes and camps 
can 
be transformed easily Into 
tragedy 
and 
loss by fire. These temporary homes, 
by 
their very nature, call for greater 
vigil­ 
ance during week-end and vacation occup­ 
ancy. 
The use of kerosene 
for 
lamps 
and 
stoves is a common source of fire. But if 
a few simple rules are observed, the d a n ­ 
ger can be greatly reduced. Fill lamps and 
stoves iii the daylight so you can see what 
you are doing. Stove kerosene 
and 
all 
other flammable liquids outside the house. 
Tse a tank or drum that has a drip-proof 
faucet and keep a drip nan 
under 
the 
faucet. Never start or hasten a fire with 
kerosene or any other flammable liquid. 
lf a portable kerosene heater is to be us­ 
ed, make sure it is one listed by the Un­ 
derwriters’ I laboratories, 
Don’t make 
improper 
alterations 
or 
extensions 
of 
electric 
wiring. 
Guard 
against over-heating of stoves wdiich 
are 
near woodwork; the usual sheet of metal 
attached to the woodwork is of little value 
in protecting against ignition. Smokepipes 
should not pass through walls or 
parti­ 
tions of wood or with wood lath. 
Burn accumulations 
of 
rubbish 
and 
litter in a metal incinerator. W hen fires 
are started outdoors never leave them u n ­ 
attended. 
Because su m m er homos and camps usu­ 
ally are remote from fire departments, and 
since water 1h not always readily avail­ 
able, keep fire pails and pump tanks 
or 
fire extinguishers on hand 
and 
know 
how to use them, lf there is an extinguish­ 
er in your car, that too affords valuable 
fire protection to the sum m er 
home 
as 
well as on the road or in the garage. 
And speaking of automobiles, 
if 
you 
value your life, don’t burn up the roads 
and don't burn up the countryside. Throw­ 
ing lighted cigarettes and cigars out 
of 
the windows of your oar as you pass along 
the road, may cause great loss of life and 
property. Use the ashtrays provided 
by 
the car m anufacturer for 
disposing 
o f 1 
stubs and ashes. And be sure 
you 
have 
plenty of ashtrays around that 
summ er 
camp or cottage. 
Do your part to protect your life, your 
property, and the great outdoors against 
fire.

Presidentialism is a term used to 
dis­ 
tinguish the Latin-American constitutional 
system from the parlfamentray system of 
Britain and France, and it is supposed to 
have been inspired by the United States 
Constitution. No legislature or 
supreme 
court has ever enjoyed the power of the 
Latin-Amerlcan president, who, in normal 
times, is merely a more varnished 
and 
polished type of mild dictator. Presiden- 
tilaism is provided for in the more realis­ 
tic constitutions. Emergencies, "states of 
siege," and "states of w a r” suspend such 
few constitutional guarantees as impede 
the executive from free and untrammeled 
exercise of his arbitrary will, 
and 
some 
nations can almost count on one hand the 
moments when either of these states has 
not obtained. 
— CONTINUIST— 
For a characteristic rule 
of 
political 
thought, there stands continuist^. 
This 
describes an institution 
w’hich, 
despite 
revolutions, constitutional 
changes, 
and 
other vagaries, has provided 
more 
sta­ 
bility in Latin American than seems to he 
the case. By means of 
continuism, 
one 
nation has had only a half 
dozen 
presi­ 
dents in more than IOO years. One man 
either remains in power unblushingly, or 
rules through puppets while he steps out 
to fulfill "constitutional" dogmas. A per- 
sonalist presidentiallst president, relying 
for support on an army wrhich 
he 
com­ 
mands (and pays) 
and 
on 
personalis! 
friends must continue in power under the 
unwritten constitution. And he does. He 
may alter the written constitution for ap ­ 
pearance sake, but it is not necessary 
— I NTE RY' E NT IO NS— 
Logically there 
follow 
interventions, 
which are devices used in modern federal 
I.at in-American 
republics 
whereby 
the 
Chief Executive sends his own henchmen 
into a state or province to replace the lo 
cully elected (by bullets or ballots) rep­ 
resentatives. This aids the 
executive 
in 
molding the "elections" to suit himself, 
lessens the dangers of opposition in cen­ 
ters where it often develops and, obvious­ 
ly, increases his power. 
— CENSORSHIP— 
Latin-American censorship is 
used 
In 
twro manners. The 
executive 
permits 
a 
certain type of news, so that his opponents 
may have the rope wherewith to 
hang 
themselves; and then, by judicial use of 
the censorship, he gets rid of them, one 
by one. They have no "comeback" 
after 
they have cast their first die. Then he for­ 
bids certain type of political news which 
might h u rt his cause. In the hands of 
a 
master, the game can he played so as to 
give all the appearance that free speech 
obtains. He will permit biting criticism of 
himself, hut hack and underneath It all is 
a strategy that will redound to his own 
benefit and that may land others in jail 1 
or in exile. 
— PA BTI HS— 
Concerning parties, they are generally 
nonexistent groups of people, bound 
to­ 
gether by no program. Only two or three 
I a tin-America ii nations 
have 
organized 
parties of any importance. All the others, 
however, have had, and still have, dozens 
which appear In the morning and 
disap­ 
pear at night. 
— ELECTIONS— 
As to elections in lgitin America, they 
are a form of outdoor sport 
on 
stated 
days, when the police and army turn out 
in full force, and when the people develop 
great emotional fervor, and amazing phy­ 
sical activity to go through the motions 
of complying with the demands of 
the 
written constitution and with the neces­ 
sity for sending out over the press asso­ 
ciation wires, news of periodic elections 
in the "democracy." 
Even where the elections are more than 
a farce, or less farcical than in most, the 
problem of the 
presidential 
succession 
arises as soon as the president is inuagu- 
rnted, and continues in a crescendo 
for 
four years. They are a topic for conver­ 
sation and heated debates, and they pre­ 
vent much bridge playing and worse crim­ 
es, all useless, because even 
those 
who 
participate know that by 
the 
unwritten 
constitution the matter is 
automatically 
decided in spheres beyond their reach or 
control. Or if the election does turn 
out 
"wrong." at once personalism, revolution. 
Interventions continuism. 
and 
presiden- 
intervention, continuism, 
and 
prestden- 
right; though these are usually employed 
beforehand 
Briefly, regarding legislatures, they are 
echoes of the president, in most cases. 
The judiciary is composed very often of 
friends of the president who have g r a d u ­ 
ated from law schools.

W ashington— It was Neville 
Chamber* 
lain himself w’ho intervened at the 
last 
moment to see th at senatorial wives were 
invited to the British Embassy’s garden 
party for the King and Queen. 
And the man who prompted C hamber­ 
lain to make this move is 
Sir 
Charles 
Ross, a little known but significant figure 
in British-American relations 
for 
more 
than 30 years, 
Ross is a 70-year-old Scotsman residing 
permanently in Washington. He 
was 
a 
close friend of Lord Northcliffe, also 
of 
President Wilson, and before Wilson sail­ 
ed on his peace treaty mission, Sir Char­ 
les, an astute student of U. S, politics, ad ­ 
vised him to take along a group of Sen­ 
ate leaders. Wilson disregarded the 
a d ­ 
vice and lived to regret it. 
In recent years Sir Charles has lived in 
retirement. But he was stirred to activity 
by the ill-feeling he saw 
developing 
in 
Senate circles as a result of Lady 
Lind­ 
say’s exclusion of half 
its 
membership 
from the coveted garden 
party. 
So 
he 
wrote a personal letter to 
Chamberlain 
pointing out the key role the Senate plays 
in U. S. foreign relations, and urgently 
advising that regardless of space, all the 
Senators and their wives be invited, 
1 
In addition, Sir Charles wrote to 
his 
old friend, Premier Mackenzie, King of 
Canada, suggesting th at he use his 
in­ 
fluence. 
Sir Charles’ 
quiet 
intervention 
pro­ 
duced quick results. Chamberlain 
spoke 
to Lord Halifax, Foreign Minister, 
and 
Halifax, in turn, communicated with Am­ 
bassador Lindsay. A few days later Lind­ 
say lunched with a group of congression­ 
al leaders and broke the news that all the 
Senators AND TH E IR WIVES were 
in­ 
vited to the royal garden party. 
— HOYAL WORRIES— 
One man who is suffering the tortures 
of the damned during the royal visit 
is 
Michael McDermott, genial press 
liaison 
officer of the State Department.

THEIR MIGHT 


Military Forces Displayed 
As Recruiting Work 
Goes On

London. 
England — England 
wastes 
no 
time 
in impressing 
upon the foreign visitor that she 
considers herself still quite capa­ 
ble of maintaining her position as 
the greatest Empire on earth. 
As the ship sailed into South­ 
ampton three planes of the Royal 
Air Force kept circling danger­ 
ously close to the vessel. This pro­ 
cedure continued until the pas­ 
sengers disembarking, had been 
set off on the waiting tender, and 
the 
ship 
had 
continued on to 
Bremerhaven. Germany. 
Perhaps the stunt was perform­ 
ed because the ship was German 
owned and that at the same time 
another German ship was leaving 
the port.- 
Whatever, the reason. 
it 
was 
a. good introduction to 
w hat the visitor is in for when be 
steps ashore. 
London seems one vast military 
enlistm ent 
bureau. 
Everywhere 
the 
call 
to the colors is being 
sounded. 
The 
countries 
that 
h ave been tickling the toes of the 
British lion have finally been suc­ 
cessfully in rousing him from his 
# long 
nap. 
Now awakened, the 
process of sharpening his claws 
for battle is proceeding apace. 
E n g la n d ’s 
almost 
forgotten 
heroes, 
living 
and dead, of the 
Greaf W a r have been miraculous­ 
ly 
resurrected. 
Those who are 
living and physically fit are once 
m ore to enter service for defense 
of the realm. 
The dead heroes 
also serve. 
Their memory is now 
being extolled on all sides for pur­ 
poses of propaganda. 
Cenotaphs 
t h a t ha v e n ’t felt a flower’s petals 
for 
years 
now 
receive regular 
floral tributes. There seems after 
all, to be some tru th in the phrase 
“ The memory of a man who gives 
his life for his country, never 
dies”. 
Recruiting Signs E verywhere 
Signs a r e posted everywhere in 
London to entice young and old 
into the service of their country. 
Screaming billboards shout at the 
passing Britisher: “ Will you help 
carry 
on th e great tra d itio n ? ” 
“ F o r England and Freedom, join 
the territorial a r m y ! ” 
“ Defend 
Britain, join the a r m y ! ” 
“ Your 
country still expects you to do 
your duty.” “ Safeguard your lib­ 
erties.” 
The w riter was standing look­ 
ing at these signs with a British 
soldier who had lost an arm in 
the World War. 
After 
gazing 
long and earnestly at the high 
pressure advertising 
for 
super­ 
patriotism. he turned and said: 
“ How familiar th a t all sounds. It 
carries me back, to 1914. I won­ 
der! 
Do you suppose th a t if we 
fight a nother war to m ake the 
world safe for democracy we will 
get another Treaty of Versailles 
to keep it th a t w a y ? ” 
I/ord Nelson's historic statue, 
perched high on it’s column above 
teeming Trafalgar Square, must 
teeter in am azement at what it 
sees below. 
No 
m ore 
ironic 
place could 
have 
been 
selected for posting 
signs to sell patriotism to the peo­ 
ple. 
than 
this pillar on which 
stands the hero most famous in 
English 
history. 
Looking ovei 
the heads of children standing at 
the base of the monument feed­ 
ing corn to doves, the birds sy­ 
nonymous with peace, one reads: 


“ National defence is the business 
of 
every 
citizen. 
Call at the 
Strand recruiting office IOO yards 
East.” 
In anxiety to swell the m a n ­ 
power 
of 
the British fighting 
forces the ex-soldier has not. been 
overlooked. 
Veterans between the ages of 
4 5 and 51 are required to enlist 
in the National Defense Compan­ 
ies. for 4 years with the option 
(government’s) of re-engagement. 
These men are to perform a n u m ­ 
ber of drills each year for which 
they will receive pay and travel­ 
ing 
expenses, 
a 
bounty of 5 
pounds 
and 
pay atthe current 
army rates. 
War-scares and the rise to pow­ 
er of nations who threaten to u n ­ 
balance Britain’s much cherished, 
“ Status Quo” , adds special sig­ 
nificance to this year’s Military 
Royal Tournament. 
The Tournament is conducted 
by the Territorial troops of the 
Empire for the encouragement of 
skill-at-arms and the benefit of 
Naval. 
Military 
and Air Force 
charities. 
From 
May 
IS th to 
June 3rd Englishmen are given 
the opportunity to see the mili­ 
tary might of the Empire. Twen­ 
ty rents out of every tax dollar is 
allotted for military purposes in 
Bogland 
and the poor English­ 
man still has to pay a steep price 
to get in to see the show. 
Britain’s 
crack 
Territorial 
troops are put through their paces 
in the Royal Tournament. 
The 
show is a combination of Ringling 
Brothers. Lucky Teeter nod Ma­ 
dame 
Tussaud’s 
“Chamber 
of 
Horrors’’, in suplying the specta­ 
tors with thrilling excitement. 
The motorcycle display by the 
Royal Corps of Signals is one of 
the 
most sensational, daredevil 
acts, ever conceived by man. The 
riders are picked from the motor- 
mounted army dispatch carriers. 
In 
mass 
formation 
they 
race 
about the arena; harding obsta­ 
cles, standing on the seats while 
traveling full speed, riding back­ 
wards and wheeling through in­ 
tricate maneuvers which require 
the utmost skill, nerve and ju d g ­ 
ment. 
Mimic Battles Staged 
Two mimic battles are staged 
during the Tournament. 
One by 
the boys of the Duke of York’s 
Royal Military School, the other 
by the London Territorial Troops. 
The sound of the machine guns 
and small field cannon, echoing 
against the high, vaulted celling 
of the arena, is deafening. 
In a scene where an arm y a m ­ 
bulance is blown up while cross­ 
ing a bridge, the latest in m e­ 
chanical 
fighting 
equipment 
is 
brought into play. 
New types of 
cable-laying lorrys, gun-carrlers, 
wireless cars, machine guns, small 
speedy tanks and late design a m ­ 
bulances 
all 
participate in the 
fake battle. 
The English love of gold-braid 
is in evidence 
in 
the 
Musical 
Drive 
by 
“K” 
Battery, 
Royal 
Horse Artillery and tho Musical 
Ride by the Life Guards. The sol­ 
diers are gabbed in uniforms of 
fantastic splendour riding sleek 
horses harnessed iu glittering a r ­ 
ray. 
To the Londoner, the Technical 
Display by the Royal Air Force 
exceeds all other features of the 
show. 
The act depicts a balloon 
unit of the London Balloon Bar­ 
rage arriving at it's flying site, u n ­ 
loading. inflating, and flying it's 
balloon, hauling down, deflating, 
packing up and moving off again.
